MONDAY 5TH MAY AT THE STATE DEPARTMENT WITH U.S. ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY OF STATE FOR AFRICAN AFFAIRS NATHANIEL DAVIS. 
AFTERWARDS ASSISTANT SECRETARY DAVIS AND U.S. AMBASSADOR 
ANTHONY MARSHALL JOINTLY HOSTED A LUNCHEON PARTY IN HONOUR 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE

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OF MR. MANCHAM AT THE COSMOS CLUB. IN AN ADDRESS ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY DAVIS SAID THAT THE UNITED STATES WELCOMED SEY- 
CHELLES MARCH TOWARD INDEPENDENCE AND WISH TO MAINTAIN 
FRIENDLY TIES. MR. MANCHAM SAID THAT GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE 
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OF SEYCHELLES EXPECTED ALL FRIENDLY NATIONS TO HELP THEM 
MAKE INDEPENDENCE A MEANINGFUL AND NOBLE VENTURE. 

RELEASE TWO: THE SEYCHELLES WILL APPLY TO BECOME A MEMBER 
OF THE WORLD BANK UPON INDEPENDENCE CHIEF MINISTER JAMES 
R. MANCHAM STATED IN WASHINGTON, D.C. ON TUESDAY 6TH MAY 
FOLLOWING A MEETING WITH MR. MICHAEL WIEHEN, DIRECTOR OF 
EASTERN AFRICAN COUNTRY PROGRAMS OF THE WORLD BANK. MR. 
MANCHAM NOTED WITH INTEREST THE VARIOUS PROJECTS WHICH 
THE WORLD BANK HAD FINANCED IN MAURITIUS AND EAST AFRICA
